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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MINES  DIVISION  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1963 


The  output  of  coal  from  the  mines  in  the  province  was 
2,289,943  tons  with  a  valuation  of  $9,866,962.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  202,633  tons  and  a  decrease  of  $116,365,  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

There  were  35,013  tons  of  coal  used  to  make  37,358  tons 
of  briquettes  valued  at  $372,827.  This  shows  an  increase  of 
8,727  tons  of  briquettes  made  and  an  increase  in  valuation 
of  $72,313,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  were  12,771 
tons  of  briquettes  and  843  tons  of  coal  used  to  make  11,677 
tons  of  char,  valued  at  $129,984. 

In  addition  to  the  above  tonnages,  there  were  821  tons 
of  coal  reported  as  mined  by  the  Blackfoot  Indians,  at  Gleichen, 
for  their  own  use.

The  above  tonnages  include  lifted  from  stock  and  waste 
heaps  which  are  not  included  in  the  total  output. 

There  were  55  subsurface  and  strip  mines  which  pro¬ 
duced  coal  during  the  year,  employing  1,151  persons  who  worked 
254,671  shifts.  This  shows  a  similar  number  of  mines,  a  decrease 
of  130  persons,  and  a  decrease  of  22,527  shifts,  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  There  were  33  strip  mines  employing  253 
persons  who  worked  62,447  shifts  and  produced  1,328,967  tons. 
This  shows  an  increase  of  5  strip  mines,  an  increase  of  4  persons, 
a  decrease  of  3,157  shifts  and  an  increase  of  254,452  tons  from 
stripping  operations,  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  mines  using  electrical  power  during 
the  year  was  42.  The  following  table  shows  the  comparison 
of  purchased  electrical  power  in  K.W.  hrs.  by  mines  for  the 
past  ten  years.

Twenty-two  quarries  produced  1,719,778  tons  of  shale, 
clay,  limestone,  building  stone,  bentonite  and  oil  sands,  an 
increase  of  44,154  tons  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


Three  hundred  and  thirty  inspections  were  made  under 
the  terms  of  The  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act,  297  in  connection 
with  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  Regulations  and 
65  under  The  Quarries  Regulation  Act,  totalling  692  inspections. 


The  total  number  of  accidents  reported  was  15,  all  of 
which  occurred  in  coal  mines.  The  number  of  fatal  accidents 
was  1  as  compared  with  4  in  the  previous  year.  This  equals 
0.44  fatals  per  million  tons  of  coal  produced. 


All  complaints  made  to  the  Division  were  investigated. 


There  was  1  prosecution  under  The  Coal  Mines  Regula¬ 
tion  Act  and  conviction  was  obtained. 


Written  examinations  under  The  Coal  Mines  Regulation 
Act  were  held  on  June  4th,  5th  and  6th  at  Edmonton  and 
Calgary  with  successful  candidates  as  follows:  1  examiner, 
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2  second  class  mine  electricians,  1  manager  (strip  mine)  and 
three  foremen  (strip  mine). 

Written  examinations  under  the  Quarries  Regulation 
Act  were  held  on  June  4th,  at  Edmonton  and  Calgary,  but 
there  were  no  successful  candidates. 

Three  examinations  were  held  for  miners’  certificates 
and  14  certificates  were  issued  to  successful  candidates.  Eleven 
substitute  miners’  certificates,  10  miners’  provisional  certifi¬ 
cates  and  34  miners’  permits  were  granted,  making  a  total  of 
69  certificates  issued  which  is  a  decrease  of  3  for  the  year. 

On  December  17th,  spontaneous  heating  was  observed 
underground  in  a  worked  out  area  of  Mine  No.  1626,  operated 
by  Star-Key  Mines  Limited,  St.  Albert.  After  unsuccessful 
attempts  to  reach  the  fire  area  by  driving  roadways  into  the 
gob,  the  place  was  sealed  off. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  Mines  Division 
during  the  year.
